Last
year's crops took cight days with a |
steam thresher to prepare it for
market and so I might go on-.ld
infinitum.

This settlement (12 farmers) have
a steam thresher of their own and
are taking the initintive toward
erecting a farmers' elevator in the
oity. Eight days passed pleasantly
in this manaer when [ decided to
drive south across the couutry, 25
miles, strike Brandon and reach
Winnipeg 133 miles by Canadian
Pacific Railway. Brandon, 5000
population, the largest grain market
in the province bas seven large
grain elevators and flouring and saw
mills. The Reformatory at this
town for lack of inmates has been
been converted into a Branch Insane
asylum, till which time only one boy
had been eent to reform. The cost
of maintaining and educating this
this phenomenon was 6000 annual-
ly. 'Thething was a laughing stock
and the public demanded that the
anomaly should cease. The Provin-
cial Experimental farm is near this
town and occupies a commanding 320
acre site on the Assinaboine river.
The farm is intersected by pretty car-
riage drives lined on both sides with
double rows of evergreens and ash-
leafed maples, quite young but grow-
ing vigorously. Only about seven
per cent. of these varieties die, that
is il proper attention is given them.
Each section is subdivided into half-
acre plots each sown or planted to
different varities of grain, roots, veg.
etables, small fruiis, shrubs and
flowers. An accurate memoranda is
made of the success of each variety
in order to test the adaptibility to
the country. At this writing (Aug-
ust 4th) a ten acre field of wheat on
this farm is almost ready for the
sickle. A quiet ride eastward from
Brandon to Portage-La-Prairie, 77
miles, would gladden the heart of a
Gratiot county farmer. Wheat,
‘Wheat, Wheat, everywhere-whole
sections with no intervals save a
buggy trail and again whole sections
with wheat, barley and oats with
now and again a field of potatoes in
full bloom. Almost all the wheat
is from four to five feet high, thick
on the ground, standing well up and
not a weed to be seen, If no unfor.
seen blight attacks it the millers’
association have placed the yield at
thirty millions of bushels for Mani-
toba alone. This for a province
which ten years ago imported her
bread stuffs is a pretty fair showing.
Last year a Mr. Sanderson sold 40,

000 bushels of grain in Brandon all
wn on his own farm, 30,000
hels of which was wheat. Port-

age-La-Prairie 5000 inhabitants has

extensive grain elevators and flour

To Mr. Campbell, president of the
Assinaboine Milling company am I
indebted for the statement that only
twice during his twelve years resi-
dence here bave the wheat crops
bevn serionsly injured by the autamn
froste. Many of the farms in this
vicinity cannot be bought for #60
per acre, Winnipeg, on my return
trip, is reached in due coarse. One
thousand Outario farm laborers have
already taken advantage of the C.P,
R. 825 round trips and scattered
themselves over the province to
assist in harvesting operations. The
only conditions are that they show a
certificate that they have worked on
a farm four weeks. Many of those
men will take up land and become
permanent  settlers, Time presses
and 1 must hurry on through that
431 miles of wilderness to catch the
1Tnited Empire at Port Arthur,
Here I must correct the statement
in my former letter that “Lake
Superior never gives up her dead.”

A FPostage Stamp Musenm.

At Vienna a postage stawmp museunm
has been opemed to the public. The
museum will be open to visitors daily
and gratuitously, Inone room areshown
chronclogically all stamps of which
specimens exist from 1840 to 1801,
Among the postal curiosities shown are
balloon letters, pigeon post and sub-
marine post letters as they were sent

Among
the curious objects shown are letters of
the Anthropophagi in the Dutch Indies,
pieces of wood covered with hiero-
glyphies, and posteards which have madae
the toor of the world. For one of thess
with a penny stamp, which took 110
days to return to its starting point, an
offer of 1,000 florins has been made,

There is also a case with a collection
of all the coins struck during the Em-
peror Francis Joseph's reign. The finest
object in the collection is believed to 1
a Dundee stamp, worth £500, and a Cape
of Good Hope stamp valued at £100, The
exhibition comprises 8,000,000 stam)s
and other objects connected with the
post.—London Queen.
